“Senator Reed's conspicuous 
position against the League of 
Nations was an issue in the cam- 
paign and his successful fight in- 
dicates the approval of the voters 
of Missouri on his stand upon 
this question,” the statement 
said. The statement of the Sen- 
ator in part follows: 

“During the debate upon the 
1921 revenue bill in the Senate. 
Reed was one of the prominent 
leaders of the Democratic op- 
position to the bill reported by 
the Republican finance commit- 
tee. He made a splendid fight to 
to continue the excess profits tax 
upon the great corporations for 
the purpose of paying the sol- 
diers’ bonus. It is estimated that 
the excess profits tax of corpora- 
tions last vear amounted to near- 
$500,000,000 and Reed's struggle 
in the Senate to continue this tax 
upon these corporations lead 
them to make every effort to de- 
feat him in Missouri. 

“One of the important issues in 
the Reed campaign was his stand 
for the repeal of the radical 
amendment of the Esch-Cum- 
mins law.

Again we commit the Demo- 
cratic party to immediate ratifica- 
tion of the treaty “without reser- 
vations which would impair its 
essential intergity: but do not op- 
pose the acceptance of any reser- 
vations making clearer or more 
specifiC the obligations of the 
United States to the league associ- 
ates.”’ 

Custom of the Party. 

It is customary for the Democratic 
state platform to indorse the latest 
national Democratic platform, and 
that was done two years ago, as fol- 
lows: 

We reaffirm our allegiance to 
the principles of Democracy and 
ratify and support the platform of 
our national convention. 

Much space was devoted to the 
League of Nations in the national 

platform of 19820, which contained 
a strong argument for ratification 
of the treaty. From it may be 
quoted: 

The Democratic party favors 
the League of Nations as the sur- 
est, if not the only, practicable 
means of maintaining the peace 
of the world and terminating the 
insufferable burden of great mili- 
tary and naval establishments. 

In nearly every speech of his 
campaign, Senator Reed denounced 
the League, and thus took a position 
of opposition to the latest of ex- 
pressions of the party both State 
and national. It is hardly conceiv- 
able that he could take any other 
position In the general election cam- 
paign. 

Repudiation Hardly Conceivabic. 

It also is hardly conceivable that 
a State Democratic convention wi}! 
repudiate a recognized party prin- 
expressed in the party plat- 
forms of only two years ago, par- 
ticularly as the members of the con- 
vention, with few exceptions. wi!) 
be rural Democrats who have re- 
mained faithful to the party plat- 
form.

A pleasant piece of news will break in.the gloomi-| 
est of times. This time it is the defeat of the tariff | 
bill. Definite assurance comes from the Post-Dis-| 
patch correspondence in Washington that this meas-| 
ure of privilege and misgovernment cannot be passed 
at the present session. After election there will be’! 
no campaign consideration to hurry it, and there will 
have been time further to realize its iniquities and to 
develop plans to dispose of the subject justly and 
permanently. 

Credit for the defeat of the Fordney-McCumber Dill 
is due to public agitation, made possible only by the 
exposures and expositions carried in the public press. 
It was not the Democrats who defeated the measure. 
For, as they point out, Republican opposition 
speeches have taken the time of the Senate to an ex- 
tent which has made it impossible to complete the 
consideration of amendments and to bring the bill to 
a vote. It was objections from constituents which 
created opposition within the Republican ranks, and 
these objections were due largely, if not wholly, to 
the printing of the facts and the interpretation of 
them by the public press. 

As to partisan interest, the Republican party proba- 
bly has gained in public esteem by the blocking of 
the bill, notwithstanding that the party leaders and 
a majority of their followers in Congress were for it. 
The passage of the bill would have been disastrous to 
the country, but would have been a political Windfall 
To defeat the bill is to save the 
Republicans from their own folly and cupidity.
